$200,000 A W A R D

“ Without some assurance that 
the powers are prepared to grant 
the J apanese people opportunity to 
make possible a legitimate liveli­ 
hood the implication is that a com­ 
plete and permanent crippling of 
the J apanese nation is contem­ 
plated.” 
Such an attitude violates the 
principles for a just and durable 
peace, Dr. Latourette said. The 
Cairo conference statement thus 
runs counter to the spirit of the 
Atlantic charter, said the clergy­ 
man, which “ assures all states vic­ 
tors as well as vanquished of ac­ 
cess on equal terms to the trade 
and raw materials of the world 
needed for their economic pros­ 
perity.”

Milk As The Perfect Food 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
ONE OF MY correspondents 
writes that I hav e often expressed 
the opinion that milk is not a drink 
for adu lt*. He wonders if this is a 
personal preju dice on my part. 
I admit to the preju dice. I au p- 
pose I was giv en milk when I was 
a baby , bu t after I attained man’*

estate I gradu ated to other bev er­ 
ages. I hav e not dru nk a glass of 
raw milk for at least 56 y ears; ex­ 
cept once abou t ten y ears a^o when 
I fou nd it ju st as nau seating and 
insipid aa I had alway i remem­ 
bered. 
In spite of this abnegation I 
hav e attained the age of 60 with a 
considerable modicu m of health 
and v igor. I do not say that I am 
entirely free from all fleshly Ills, 
bu t I seem to be ju st abou t as well 
off as the hy giene boy s of my age, 
who hav e conscientiou sly engu lfed 
a pint of milk a meal for half a 
centu ry . 


Dr. Osier's Statement 
Perhaps I will break down and 
begin milk drinking soon. William 
Osier, one of the wisest of phy si­ 
cians, said that a man shou ld go 
ou t of life as he came in on a diet 
of milk. 
Of cou rse, I admit immediately 
that considered from a nu tritional 
standpoint, milk is the perfect 
food—a lmo tt! It has to be. Natu re 
v ery obv iou sly intended it as the 
sole article of diet for the animal 
in the moat precariou s period of its 
existence—the frat few months. It 
contains all of the 80 to 85 ele­ 
ment* or compou nds necessary for 
growth and health. 
One of these elements is calciu m 
*nd two glasses of milk will pro­ 
v ide a qu antity of calciu m which 


cou ld scarcely be equ alled by any 
combination of foods. We are told 
of some y ou ng women who were 
stu dy ing nu trition who v olu n­ 
teered to go on a 24 day diet dev oid 
of milk. They had to get their cal­ 
ciu m from v egetables and day 
after day these six y ou ng women 
ate large qu antities of carrots, 
cabbage, celery and lettu ce (in ad­ 
dition to meat, cereal, potatoes, 
eggs and fru its.) Interest in their 
food died down long before they 
had finished their meal. 
Another Phy sician's Opinion 
Bu t, again, let me emphasize 
that no nu tritionist dou bts that 
milk is the perfect food. It is ad­ 
mitted by all that cow’s milk is 
deficient in iron and needs Vita­ 
min D. For the infant it mu st be 
modified in many way s. 
Bu t if y ou think that I am lu ke­ 
warm abou t milk for adu lt* y ou 
shou ld hear my old friend, Dr. 
Horace Soper, of St. Lou is, on the 
su bject. He really goes to town 
more or less to wit, say ing it is 
u nfit for adu lt consu mption. His 
main objection is that raw milk is 
fu ll of germ*!. 
Fie say s that germs hav e beer 
cu ltiv ated from stomach u lcers 
which are the same as the germs in 
raw cow’s milk. Same with tooth 
decay . Undu lant fev er is carried 
by milk. Pasteu rization helps some, 
bu t still pasteu rized milk contain? 
many bacteria. Ev aporated milk 
is clean, bu t expensiv e. He con­ 
clu des: 
“All mammals, except man, cea?* 
the u se of milk as a food after 
weaning. As a resu lt of his v iola­ 
tion of this primary biologic law 
man has been sev erely penalized 
by a host of infectiou s diseases.”

Today, under the revolutionary 
regime, General Pertine Is Mayor 
of Buenos Aires, w-hich, because 
so much of A rgentina's population 
is concentrated in this one city, 
is the second most im portant post 
in the country.
